President's Report. 

Fathers and Brethren: By the goodness of our God we are enabled again 
to meet and greet each other in annual convention. We have come to 
this place to find here another cup of communion such as we tasted a 
year ago. We come to drink of the cup again, and to be refreshed. We 
come to review the past and to devise for the future. We come to bear each 
other's trials, and to share each other’s triumphs. We come to examine into 
our ever-increasing opportunities and to_give increased devotion and renewed 
comsecrution of our talents at God's altar-place. 

Since last we met one name has been removed from our roll to be inscribed 
in the book of life eternal. It is a name that headed our list, and belonged 
to one who will be well remembered by our older brethren—to one who for 
more than fifty years served the Lord in the ministry of our church. In De- 
cember last, Reuben R. Weiser, D. D., was gathered to his fathers in peace, 
like a shock of corn fully ripe. Your Memorial Committee will no doubt 
present a fit tribute to his memory. 

Herewith is briefly submitted a report of the official acts of your presiding 
officer for the past year, with such other items as should be named herein. 

RESIGNATIONS AND DISMISSALS. 

December 9, 1885, a letter of dismissal was granted to Rev. H. M. Lentz, 
to the Synod of Iowa, in whose bounds he had accepted a charge. 

February 25th, Rev. S. Henry informed me that he had resigned the Ottawa 
pastorate. His resignation took effect April Ist. 

May 15th, Rev. J. P. Schnure notified me that he bad resigned the Morrill 


charge on the 1st of April. 
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September 13th, a letter of dismissal to Rev. J. P. Schnure was granted, 
to the Allegheny Synod, he having accepted a call within its bounds. 

August 14th, Rev. G. A. Bowers, D. D., informed me that he had resigned 
the Abilene charge, to take effect October 15th. 

INSTALLATION, CALLS ACCEPTED, LETTERS RECEIVED, ORDINATION. 

December 13, 1885, Rev. G. D. Gotwald was publicly installed at Salina, 
by the President of Synod and Rev. T. F. Dornblaser. 

January Ist, Rev. J. Schawer took charge of the pastorate at Bunker Hill, 
having visited the charge in November previous. 

December 27th, Rev. W. M. Sparr informed me that he had accepted a cal! 
to Eureka, taking charge December 1s. His letter of dismissal from the lowa 
Synod. was subsequently placed in my hands. 

In January, licentiate Rev. M. F. Rinker visited Greenleaf, of which pas- 
torate he took charge by accepting a call in March. The reports of his min- 
istry are very encouraging. 

February 24th, Rev. P. S. Nellis placed in my hands his letter of disin‘ssa! 
from the Synod of Southern Illinois. He asks membership in this body. 

In March last, Rev. J. G. Graichen accepted a call to the Hays City church. 
He subsequently presented a letter of dismissal from the Synod of Iowa, and 
asks membership in this body. 

In April, licentiate Rev. H. L.. Yarger, of Gettysburg, Pa., visited Ellsworth, 
canvassed the field, reported favorably, and accepted a call, entering upon the 
work August ist. He re-organized the field, with twenty members at Ellsworth. 
September 23d, he placed in my hands his letter of dismissal from the West 
Pennsylvania Synod, and applied for membership and also ordination at the 
hands of this body. He was referred to the Examining Committee. 

Licentiate Rev. Robert A. White having completed his course of study in 
June last, accepted a call from a neighboring synod, and will present himself as 
a candidate for ordination at your hands during this convention. 

NEW CHURCHES AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

November 8th last, the chapel of the Children’s Memorial Mission of Kan- 
sasCity was opened and dedicated. Three sermons were preached during 
dedication day by the brethren Revs. Barnitz, Clutz, and Waltz. The chapel 
is built of brick, so constructed as to become a communicating part of the 
main auditorium when that shall be built, has a seating capacity of over two 
hundred, and cost completed and furnished, $3,000. The ground cost $3,000 
additional. The property is worth at present moderate valuation, $10,000. 

March 21st, St Paul’s church of Denver, the Woman’s Memorial, was ded- 
icated, Rev. Dr. Conrad, of Philadelphia, preaching the sermons, while the 
Western Secretary of the Home Board and the President of Synod were pres- 
ent, assisting in the services. The pastor of this church, Rev. P. A. Heilman, 
should be warmly congratulated upon having such a successful result from his 
trying, steady labors. The women are to be congratulated upon having this 
beautiful temple as another abiding memorial of their devotion to their Mas- 
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ter. The church cost, complete, about eleven thousand five hundred dollars. 
The ground cost six thousand additional. 

March 28th, another St. Paul’s was dedicated, in Minneapolis, Kansas. 
Rev. Dr. Conrad and Rev. S. B. Barnitz assisted the pastor, Rev. W. C. Sei- 
del in the feast of dedication. This church is a monument to the energy, 
faith and zeal of the . pastor and his wife. The structure is a Gothic frame 
church with tower, tastefully completed, and furnished at a cost, including 
the value of the lot, of over $3700. It was dedicated practically {ree from 
debt. 

During the summer a church was built, and dedicated in September, at 
Long Island, upon our territory, principally through the zealous efforts of Rev. 
J. W. Kimmel, missionary in the Republican valley of Nebraska and Kansas. 

In March last the First church of Kansas City, Rev. }. M. Cromer pastor, 
sold their old property and bought an eligible corner lot in another part of the 
city. The church has selected improved plans, and contemplates building 
both church and parsonage at an early day. 

The church at Bunker Hill has been tastefully repaired and beautified in- 
side, through the efforts of the pastor and his wife. 

A handsome brick church at Valley Falls, Rev. A. M. Geiger pastor, is now 
enclosed, and waiting the finishing touches before its dedication at an early 
day. The structure will be the finest in the country, and it is hoped to dedi- 

cate free of debt. 

The church at Salina has been improved by repairs, paint, and the hanging 
of a fine bell. 

At Eureka, improvements and an addition have been made to the parson- 
age. 
The brethren and pastors at Emporia and Atchison are making efforts to 
secure church buildings, which bid fair to succeed at an early day, Emporia 
having already adopted fine plans, and let the contract for the structure. 

VACANCIES, SPECIAL SERVICES, AND NEW POINTS. 

It is gratifying to be able to report only one vacancy among our living fields, 
that of Ottawa. Earnest efforts are being made to secure a pastor, and it is 
hoped that they will soon be successful. As to the two names upon our list 
concerning which the question was asked a year ago, “Are they living ?”’ viz: 
Halstead and Americus, we have been able to hear not a word. We would 
respectfully ask the whole Synod for information concerning these very dry 
bones. 

In accordance with the onerous duty placed upon your President, special 
services have been held by him or some one deputized ly him at least once in 
three months in fields that have been vacant, viz: in Hays, Bunker Hill, 
Elisworth, Greenleaf, and Ottawa. Itis a pleasure to commend the breth- 
ren called upon to assist your presiding officer in this work for their cheerful 
readiness in answering the call to thus serve these vacant fields. As already 
noted, Ellsworth has been successfully reorganized during the year. 

August 15th, a new church, St. Paul’s, was organized at Keystone, Dick- 
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inson Co., under the pastoral care of Rev. N. A. Whitman, with 22 members, 
The membership has since increased to 32, and the congregation will make 
application for admission into the Synod during this Convention. 

Long Island, organized with 12 members, as St. Paul's church, also applies 
for admission into this body. Zion's Evangelical Lutheran Church, of Ne- 
maha Co., was organized July 4th, with 20 members, by Rev. E. S. Rees, and 
applies fur admission into this body. Persistent efforts have been made 
towards organizing, or at least canvassing, in Solomon City, Independence, 
Wichita, Arkansas City and Wellington. The three last-named points s/ou/d 


be occupied soon. Cannot Synod take some active step in this direction ? 


At Cedar Vale lots have been secured and an organization is now under 
way. 

ITEMS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 

With profound gratitude we note the liberality of our churches in answer 
to the special appeal of the Home Board last March. Kansas churches 
made quick response, and some of them stood high in the amount given. 

At the same time we would remind the brethren of the pledges made by 
Synod to two special objects; one a church in New York, the other in our 
own borders at Emporia. These pledges should by all means be redeemed. 

Three things we would recommend : 

1 That there should be a special effort made by the proper agency to se- 
ture a fit man to care for our interests in the towns named herein; in South- 
ern Kansas. 

2. That there should be special effort made to seek out young men for the 
office of the ministry. 

3. That the Synod of Kansas be divided by the Kansas River into two 
Conferences, of Northern and Southern Kansas, each of which may hold 
sesrions annually between the Synodical Conventions. 

And now it only remains for me to speak the closing word. Into your 
hands | entrust the office with which you have seen fit to honor me. For 
your confidence, your generosity, your kindly charity, your helpful support, | 
am grateful. As we together enter upon the work and the holy privileges of 
this Ninetsenth Annual Convention of our Synod, let us be careful most of 
all to draw near the mercy seat and altar of earnest prayer. “Let us draw 
near with a true heart in full assurance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled 
from an evil conscience, and our bodies washed with pure water. And let 
us consider one another to provoke unto love and good works.’’ Thus enter- 
ing upon and passing through these days of meeting, we shall go down to our 
accustomed places, at the hour of parting, with hearts aglow, enkindled at 
God's altar,

Report of Committee No. 14—On State of Religion. 

These reports which Synod has heard, indicate a Aca/thy spiritual life in 
our churches, and a marked advance over the condition reported for the two 
years preceding. Whether the highest style of Christian life exists may indeed 
be questioned. In this great work a-day western country, the serene heights” 
of contemplative goodness are less apt to be enjoyed than the more cumbrous 
world side of our religion, which is not content with the but “ one thing 
needful.”” Still the tree is to be judged by its /rwits, and pure and undefiled 
religion in the Divine Word is declared to be tested by the disposition there is 
in it 10 minister unto the wants of men, whether those wants be spiritual or 
temporal. By this test there is a great dea/ of pure and undefiled religion in 
the Kansas Synod. The pocket-book has been reached, which may justly be 
Considered the “ w/tima ZAule,’ which when finally reached, there remains 
“nothing beyond!” Our religion having permeated the whole man, fetches 
up at last inthe pocket. Our contributions have been more than our appor- 
tionment. There should be a greater number of prayer-meetings in the Synod. 
The time-honored custom of catechisation, judging from these reports, does 
not receive the attention its history warrants and its importance as a method 
of induction into the church demands. 
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Some special religious quickening is reported. An increased interest in Sun- 
day-school work is “‘ manifested.” From the tenor of the reports, one would 
suppose there exists more of a disposition to desire than to receive blessings 
from God. As God’s treasures of grace are unlimited and freely opened to us 
“ above our thoughts,” even it would perhaps be better by faith to “go in and 
possess.”” Instead of saying, “we want more,” as one brother does, let us 
just “ take all,” according to our needs. My God shall supply a// thy needs. 

Vet one thing, “ Whoso offereth praise glorifieth God,” and “ God will be 
sanctified in the sight of all nations." A more cordial recognition of God in 
all our efforts and successes, would enable God to give us more and more. 
“ Him that honoreth me I will honor.” May it not be said of this Synod : 
“ There are not found that returned to give glory to God save this stranger.”

Report of Trustees of Tressler Orphans’ Home. 

Your Trustees of the Tressler Orphans’ Home, hereby report that its 
Chairman visited the * Home,”’ and had the pleasure of meeting with the 
Board of its Trustees, which convened in the building of the Home at Loys- 
ville, June 3d, 1886. 

The greeting and good-will which your trustee bore to them from this 
Synod was very cordjally reciprocated. The presence of a delegate repre- 
senting this Synod, and our contribution (although small), was proof of our 
interest in the Home and its work. The meeting of the Board was harmoni- 
ous and satisfactory. All parts of the building and premises were examined, 
and the condition and care bestowed upon the children carefully investigated 
by the Board, and found to be all that could be expected with the facilities and 
means at hand. The annual report of the Treasurer of the Home showed the 
indebtedness reduceti to a nearly nominal figure, notwithstanding the recent 
completion of the large and substantial addition to the main building of the 
Home ; and the Superintendent's report was encouraging and gratifying. 

In brief, the ** Home”’ is such not only in mame to the 150 orphans there 
sheltered and provided for, but is such in truth, as the best efforts of those 
more immediately in charge of the Home are constantly being put forth to 
culture the children mentally not only, but morally and spiritually as well. 
That they may be able more and more successfully to “train up” these chil- 
dren “in the way they should go,” they need, and ask, the hearty sym;athy 
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aed co-operation of all the Synods uniting in the support of the Home. It 
is our duty, and should be our pleasure likewise, to give liberally, both of our 
means and our prayers, to this, one of the most worthy and deserving of the

The Constitution, as reported by the Committee on Revision 
of Constitution of Synod, was adopted as a whole. 

On motion, the Committee on Constitution was continued for 
another year to prepare By-laws and report to Synod. «The name 
of Rev. J. B. McAfee was added to the Committee. 

Dr. Humble, State Agent.of American Sunday-school Union, 
was introduced to the Synod, received as corresponding mem- 
ber, and given an opportunity to present briefly his work in the 
State. 


Report of Committee No. 11—On Vacant Congregations. 

Your Committee find but very few organized congregations now vacant 
within the bounds of the Kansas Synod, 

The first point to which our attention is specially directed by the President 
is that of Ottawa, the county seat of Franklin county, Kansas. 

Since the resignation of Rev: S. Henry, more than six months ago, the 
church has been partially supplied with preaching by the Fresident and other 
members of this Synod. 

On last Sabbath, October 12, 1886, Rev. S. P. Harrington visited this peo- 
ple, preaching for them on Saturday afternoon and Sunday morning, at the 
close of which service he administered the Lord’s Supper to twenty-five com- 
municants. He received one young lady into church fellowship by the rite 
of confirmation. | 

This congregation is composed of German and English-speaking members, 
of town and country people, and consequently their ecclesiastical relationship 
has not been as harmonious as might be desired. 

The first and prime cause of the disturbance has been a division of opin- 
ion with reference to the locatiun of the church building. The German ele- 
ment, which is mostly in the country, predominates, and favored the location 
in the western suburbs of Ottawa. The majority prevailed over the protests 
of a smal! minority. A neat little chapel was built, and tastefully and com- 
fortably furnished. 

It will be generally conceded, we think, that a mistake has been made with 
reference to the location, but this ought not be allowed to defeat the whole 
enterprise, ‘Lhe town of Ottawa has a most promising future, and it is too 
important a point to be surrendered by our Church. 

Your Committee would recommend the following : 
(1) That the brethren at Ottawa be admonished by the President of Synod 
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to harmonize their differences in the spirit of the Master, and to seek first the 
good of the Church and the glory of God. 

(2) That the President of Synod and the Western Secretary be instructed 
to visit the brethren at Ottawa, to arrange for them, if possible, a regular sup- 
ply of preaching, and that they urge upon the Board of Home Missions the 
necessity of locating a suitable man in that field immediately. 

The St. Paul’s congregation of Long Island, Kansas, which has been re- 
ceived at this meeting of Synod, is without a stated pastor. 

Rev. J. W. Kimmel, of Nebraska, calls our special attention to this field i in 
a letter addressed to this Synod. He says: 

“Permit me to recommend that some action be taken to get a pastor at 
once for the Oberlin branch of the B. and M.R. R., in Kansas. Long Island 
is organized ana has a neat church building on a centrally located lot 50x144 
feet. Can raise for an active, energetic pastor with ordinary ability, at least 
$150 a year. 

“ Almena, Norton county, Kansas, a town of 400 inhabitants, has one small 
church building costing $550, of the United Brethren denomination. We 
have thirteen families of Lutherans within a radius of five miles, one-half 
Norwegian, one-fourth Danes, balance Americanized Germans. All can un- 
derstand English except the heads of three Norwegian familics. I think 
English would succeed and we could build at once. The town wants another 
church than the U. B., congregational in form of government. 

* Norton, county seat, is a good town; some Lutherans near town. 

“Oberlin is the terminus of the railroad, and a live town of ten or twelve 


hundred people, and two churches, and needs attention, as the country near, 


has many Swedish Lutherans. 

“What to do? The Board of Home Missions insist that they can make no 
appropriation for the field this fall. The field will lose much if not occupied 
by a resident pastor this fall. If you have a young man who could go on at 
once, I am sure the field would pay $300 within the first year. If he is mar- 
ned, they would probably furnish a house besides. At any rate, if you have 
& man in reach, send him if possible. May be the Synod by extra effort could 
supplement the contributions of the field to some extent. It is yours: do as 
seemeth best. I will continue as in the past until better arrangements are 
made, although the balance of my large field suffers much. In Philips, Nor- 
ton, Rawlins, Thomas, Cheyenne, and Sherman counties, we ought to have sr 
Men wow. Occupy! Occupy !

Your Trustees to Carthage College beg leave to report that at the last ses- 
sion of the Board of Trustees, held in Carthage, Ill., one of us was regularly 
qualified, and attended all the meetings of the Board. 

- The most important question which came up for consideration was that of 
the legal ownership of the property of the College. After canvassing the mat- 
ter as thoroughly as possible, the decision was finally reached that the church 
could claim nothing not provided for in the original contracts made between 
the citizens of Carthage and the representatives of the church. The property 
belongs to the Lutheran Church so long as said church continues in it a school 


of the character of a first-class college. 


The President vf the College, Rev. E. F. Bartholomew, rendered a report 


of the workings of the institution during the year which had just closed. The 
report showed that excellent work had been done, notwithstanding the lack of 
teaching force. The number of students in attendance was something less 


than a hundred, but the deportment and scholarship were very satisfactory. 
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Your Committee of ‘Trustees recommend Carthage College to the churches 
of our Synod, and urge that all do what they can to send students, and to build 
up the institution. We need an institution in Illinois, and so long as we have 
nothing in the shape of an institution west of Illinois, it is our duty to do for 
it what we can. 

Rev. Bartholomew has a good and faithful corps of teachers, and with pro- 
per encouragement will make the College a success. 

We commend the College to the good will and patronage of all of our 
people. ].

On motion, it was decided to assess each member of our Aux- 
iliaries 10 cents to pay the expenses of the delegates to the Gen- 
eral Convention—all money collected over and above expenses 
to be put into ‘‘ contingent fund’’ of Synodical Society. 

On motion, the minutes were adopted as a whole, and the Sec- 
retary authorized to prepare an abstract for publication. 

Space will not permit abstracts of the papers read, but all were 
well written. 

The meetings were all well attended, and the people of Water- 
ville kind and hospitable. 

The time spent among them was pleasant and profitable.

Synod.
